| est of Federal Surgeons. 


RESEARCH TO CONTINUE 


Relation of Flies and Limber- 
Neck Chickens to Infantile 
Malady to Be Established. 


Nation-wide interest in the investiga- 
tion of the causes of infantile paralysis, 
‘being made by Dr. E. W. Saunders of 
St. Louis and Dr. W. B. Wisdom of De 
Queen, Ark., is shown in letters which 
have been raceived by the committee 
of the S.. Louis Medical Society, ap- 
pointed to aid in carrying, the inquiry 
farther. 
These letters have come from physi- 
cians in all parts of the United States, 
who have written asking information 
about the remarkable experiments. 
These experiments have tended to 
show that infantile paralysis is a fly- 
borne disease, originating with limber- 
neck chickens and transmitted in the 
larvae of flies. Monkeys and guinea 
pigs have been infected with paralysis 
by means of larvae bearing the germs 
of limber-neck, and the only thing that 
remains to be proved is that the same 
causes give the disease to children. 
A letter from Dr. Blue, Sufgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States army, ad- 
dressed to Dr. Carrington of the U. §&. 
Marine Hospital here, hcs been turned 
over to the committee. In it the Sur- 
geon-General says that he has been in- 
formed of Dr. Saunders’ researches and 
has instructed the army physicians to be 
on the outlook for any information that 
may throw ligh* on the new theory. 
A letter received from Dr. Wisdom 
says he has been informed that a case 
has been traced to causes that indicate 
it was transmitted from ‘“‘limber-neck”’ 
chickens by the larvae of flies. He will 
investigate immediately. 
The Investi-ating Committee says its 
experiments have shown that the ex- 
termination of the fly from the stable 
and barnyard will be a great preventive 
of cattle diseases.

Miss Fannie Stein of 00 Clemens 
avenue appealed to the courts Friday, 
in a fight against the National Bank ef 
Commerce, to compel it to pay her a 
pension equivalent te 5) per cent of her 
average menthly salary during her 2 
years’ service in the bank as stenogra- 
pher and confidentia, secretary to its 
cffieersa, 
The suit waa filed In Justice Slater's 
egurt. She asks for $100, which she al- 
leges is due her as her pension during 
June and July. 
The guit is based upon the indueement 
which Miss §tein says wag heid put to 
her and all other employes that if they 
remained continuously in the service of 
the bank for more than five years they 
were entitled, upon honorable discharge, 
to draw monthly pensions equivalent 
to 10 to 60 per cent of their salaries. 
Says She Was Dismissed. 
Miss Stein alleges that she was dis- 
missed from the employ of the bank in 
May, without cause, and that President 
Randolph and other officers of the bank 
have since refused to pay her the pen- 
sion she earned. 
The rules of the pension fund, ere- 
ated by the Bank of Commerce for the 
benefit of its employes, provided that 
after five years an employe might re- 
tire upon 10 per cent of the average 
monthly salary; after 10 years upon % 
per cent and after 25 years 6 per cent. 
By reason of the fact that she worked 
in the bank more than 2 years, Miss 
Stein declares that she is entitled to 
the maximum pension of § per cent 
during the remainder of her life. 
Miss Stein said after she had filed the 
euit, that President Randolph told her, 
when she was dismissed, that the bank 
was going to discontinue the pension 
fund owing to the complaints of John 
P, Herrmann and other stockholders, 
Appeal to the Courts, 
She said she had since learned that 
the bank has not discontinued the pen- 
sions, but igs paying some of its former 
officers as much as $250 a month, She 
declared that the bank was discriminat- 
ing against her, and that she intended 
to haye the courts determine whether 
the written promises and inducementa of 
the institution to ite employes could be 
overridden by the will of ite president. 
The theory of Miss Stein's attorneys 
is that the pension fund was really cre- 
ated out of the earnings of the em- 
ployes of the bank and actually be- 
longed to them, and not to the bank, 
and that the bank has no legal power 
now to deprive an employe of partici- 
pation in the fund, provided the em- 
ploye has complied with the rules. 
President Randolph has been consid- 
ering, for some time, Herrmann’s com- 
plaint relative to the pension fund, said 
to amount to $100,000. Herrmann filed 
his complaint with the Comptroller of 
the Currency and demanded an order 
from him that the fund be discontinued. 
The Comptroller turned the matter over 
to the resident bank examiner and no 
action has so far been announced.

TRIAL FOR MURDER 
OF FRENCH PRIEST 


Judge Had Accused Her of Kill- 
ing the Abbe to Gain 
Publicity. 


AGEN, France, Aug. 8.—Mme. Alice 
Crespy, @ minor poetess, whose trial 
for the murder ef Abbe Chassing, a 
priest, on January 19, last, has been go- 
ing on here for. several days, today was 
acquitted by the jury of the Assize 
Court. 

The presiding Judge at the trial de- 
clared the poetess killed the priest to 
obtain publicity. 

“In the accusation brought against 
you, you are alleged to have said to 
your dressmaker your books were nat 
selling well and that if you were the 
heroine of a love murder for which the 
accused persons always are acquitted, 
it would be otherwise,”’ said the Judge. 

Denies Aecusatian. 

Mme. Crespy indignantly denied this. 
The Judge then remarked sternly: 
"You had ne great literary notoriety, 
but you have acquired a much greater 
notoriety by your crime. You have thus 
attained your desired object." 

Medical and other evidenee was then 
introduced to show the priest had not 
committed suicide. 

The priest's death was discovered Jan. 
19, when the poetess appeared before 
the police and said the Abbe was lying 
dead in her drawing room. The story 
she told was as follows: 

“The Viear came to bid me adieu on 
his remova] to a distant parish. He 
asked. for certain books, which I went 
to fetch. When I returned he lay dead, 
naving presumably picked up a small 
pistol which had been left on the table, 
and shot himself with it.” 

Inquiries revealed that the priest, who 
was 88 years old, was of a happy dispo- 
sition. He recently had been disciplined 
by the Bishop and ordered to a small 
distant parish. Mme. Crespy was re- 
proved by the Bishop. 

' The police contended that the priest 
and Mme. Crespy had been sweethearts 
for several years, and that she shot 
him when she was in despair over his 
desertion of her.

CHOKES CORRIDORS 


Hats Battered, Clothes Rumpled, 
Deputies Have Busy Time at 
San Francisco.

notoriety has attended the trial of 
Maury I, Diggs under the Mann act 
that the corridors of the Federal!

The United States Marshal and his 
deputies found it necessary to clear a 
way by force.

Rapid Progress in Case. 

A jury was sworn, tne Goyernment 
stated its case, and the taking of testi- 
mony began yesterday. The case was 
called Tuesday morning in the United 
States District Court, 

Just before court adjourned Judge 
Van Fleet gave a ruling that touched 
the vitals of the case, F, J. Peck, a 
real estate dealer from Reno, whither 
Maury I. Diggs and F.. Drew Caminettl 
eloped with Marsha Warrington and 
Lola Norris from their homes in Sacra- 
mento, was on the stand, In crags-ex- 
amination the defense sought tea show 
that the bungalow they occupied in 
Rene was not on the eutskirta of the 
city and had beer rented with no view 
to sequestration and concealment, 

"I don't gee,” interposed Judge Van 
Fleet, “how it can make any difference 
to this case if they went there openly 
or geeretly and clandestinely, Unless

Government's Case Outlined. 

It would be shown by documentary 
evidence and the testimony of witnesses, 
he teld the jury: 

1, That Marsha Warrington and Lola 
Norris, one 2 years old, and the other 18, 
had been frightened by Maury I, Diggs 
and F. Drew Caminetti, married men 
with children, one 28 and the ather 27 
years gid, into leaving Sacramento, lest 
a seandal explode and criminal prosecu- 
tions fallow, 

2 That marriage had heen premised, 
after the two husbands should have di- 
vorced their wives. 
3. That Caminetti raised the money 
for the trip from Sacramento to Reno, 
Nev., and that Diggs bought the trans- 
portation and paid the Pullman fares, 
4. That the four traveled as married 
couples, occupying the same stateroom 
on a night train. 
5. That on arriving at Reno on the 
morning of March 11, 1918, they regis- 
tered gt a hotel as married and oecyupied 
adjoining rooms, with a bath between. 
§. That Diggs hired a four-room bun- 
galow, paying rent im advance for a 
month and repregenting te the agent 
that the party were from Les Angeles 
and intended to spend six months in 
Reno, 
7. That all four lived in the bungalow 
for three days before they were arrest- 
ed, Diggs and Marsha Warrington oc- 
cupying the front room and Caminett} 
and Lola Norris the rear room. 
8, That Diggs was in hig night clothes 
when he opened the back doer of the 
bungalow to the officers who arrested 
him on the marning of the fourteenth, 
and that the offieera waited in the living 
room while the two girls dressed. 

Said te Haye Advised Girl, 
9% That after the return ta Sacra- 
mento Diggs had written to Marsha 
Warrington from Berkeley, adjuring her 
to keep up her courage and that all 
would end well if she wauld remember 
what he told her, particularly if she 
was firm in denying that there had heen 
any improper relations between them, 
There was scant time for taking tes- 
timony before adjournment came. After 
the case had heen outlined, Roche in- 
troeduced Diggs’ marriage license and 
identified it by George D. Lesile, a 
statistician.

Death of Alabaman Makes Prob- 
able Vote on Passage 
48 to 47. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Senator Jo- 


seph Forney Johnston of Birmingham, 
Ala., died at his apartment here this 
morning shortly before 9 o'clock. 

Senator Johnston had been in poor 
health and had not attended sessions 


lof the Senate for a week. He had been 


confined to his apartment most of the 
time, but his trouble was not diagnosed 
as pneumonia until a few days ago. 
Although the Senator’s son, Forney 
Johnston, had been called from Bir- 
mingham, it was believed last night that 
the Senator was not in any immediate 
danger. 

Senator Johnston was 70 years old, 
had served through the war betwéen 
the States in the Confederate army, 
was Governor of Alabama for two 
terms and had been a member of the 
Senate since 1907. He unanimously was 
elected to succeed the late Senator Pet- 
tus. He was re-elected in 1909. 
Senator Johnston was one of the most 
astute politicians in the Senate. His 
speeches always were filled with quaint 
and witty passages, which caused him 
always to be received with pleasure 
by the Senate. He was considered one 
of the best story tellers in the Cham- 
er.

In the Democratic Senate caucus it 
was announced that 49 Senators had de- 
clared they would support the bill on 
its final passage. 

At that time Senators Ransdelil and 
Thornton of Louisiana were the only 
ones to declare they would vote against 
the bill because of the sugar schedule. 
On the basis of the caucus alignment, 
Democratic leaders figured that the 
vote on the tariff bill, without deflec- 
tion from either side, would be 49 to 47 
for its passage. The death of Senator 
Johnston leaves the calculation 48 to 47. 
In the event that any Western Sena- 
tor, who does not strongly favor free 
sugar, might possibly vote against the 
bill, the Democrats had been counting 
on the Vice-President to carry the day 
in the cvent of a tie. 

Senator Johnson's death, provided 
bis seat is not filled before the vote 
of the tariff bill, removes the Vice- 
President from the range of possi- 
bility on any strict alignment. 
Should one vote be lost to the Demo- 
crats, on the basis of present fore- 
casts, and no member of the minor- 
ity came to their aid, the vote would 
stands 48 to 47 against the bill. There 
still is the possibility that at least 
one member of the minority may 
yote for the Democratic bill. 


Alabama May Act. 


Danger of the Democrats losing their 
majority may be obviated by the Leg- 
islature of Alabama, under the seven- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution, 
providing quickly for the filling of the 
vacancy caused by Senator Johnston’s 
death. 

The constitutional amendment provides 
for the filling of vacancies in the Sen- 
ate in this way: 

“When vacancies happen in the repre- 
sentation of any state in the Senate, 
the executive authority of such state 
shall issue writs of election to fill such 
vacancies, provided that the Legislature 
of any state may empower the execu- 
tive thereof to make temporary appoint- 


ments until the people fill the vacancies

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by election as the Legislature may di- 
rect.” ’ 

As in most of the other states, the 
Alabama Legislature has not been in 
session since the constitutional amend- 
ment was adopted this spring and con- 
sequently has not empowered the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama to fill any vacancies 
by appointment until ‘an election may be 
held. Furthermore, the Alabama Legis- 
lature does not meet until 1915. 

Special Session Urged. 

Democratic leaders in Washington, it 
Was said today, would urge upon the 
Governor of Alabama the desirability of 
his calling the Legislature in special 
session to give him authority of ap- 
pointment, or to provide for an immedi- 
ate election. Senator Johnston already 
had announced his intention to be a can- 
didate for re-election. 

Representative Hobson had taken the 
stump against him and the names of 
Representative Clayton and Representa- 
tive Heflin have been mentioned also as 
candidates. 

Majority Leader Underwood of the 
House also is a possibility, though he 
has said he would not give up the House 
leadership for a senatorial toga. Sen- 
ator Johnston was chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee, one of the 
most important of the Senate. 

The Senate paid tribute to Senator 
Johnston’s memory through _ resolu- 
tions and an immediate adjournment of 
today’s session.

$100,000 A DAY LOSS

Shipping, Miners, Range Rail- 
roads, Dock Companies and 


Workers Affected. : 

DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 8—There was 
little change in the strike situation here 
today. This means a loss of over $100,- 
000 a day to shipping, to miners on the 
iron range, to range railroads and to 
dock companies and workers.

Two white men were shot, another 
was cut with a beer bottle and a _ 3- 
year-old child was struck by a stone 
Thursday evening in a fight after three 
negroes, drinking beer in an alley in 


the rear of 6122 Bartmer avenue, in-a 
district known as Hell’s Half Acre, had 


been driven from the alley because of 
their offensive language. 

Scores of infuriated men and women 
in the neighborhood took part in a run- 
ning fight with the negroes along Bart- 
mer avenue west to the Wabash Rall- 
road tracks, and Lee Osborn, one of the 
negroes, was struck by a stone thrown 
by someone in the crowd when a patrol- 
man was taking him to a patrol box. 


Wilbert Judlin, 25 years old, an iron- 
worker, was shot throngh the right 
lung, and is in a serious condition at his 
home, 6122 Bartmer avenue. Charles 
Fehl, 27, a boarder at the Judlin home, 
was shot in the right leg. Michael Mal- 
loy, a bartender at 6122 Bartmer, was 
struck by a beer bottle when watching 
the fight. His head was cut. Frank 
Offer, 3 years old, was slightly injured 
when he was struck by a stone thrown 
at the negroes by the pursuing crowd.

TO PASS TAX 
SUHMOLL CHARGES 


Tells Freeholders: the Nouse of 
Delegates Spurned Sifajlar 
Corrupt Offer. 


Arguing before the Board of Freehold- 
ers Thursday night for the retention of 
the House of Delegates in the proposed 
new qmarter, Republican City Chairman 
John Schmo]) declared he believed the 
passage of the bill, providing for a 10- 
cent increase in the tax rate to build a 
tree bridge wagon approach, was bought 
by corruptidn of the City Council a few 
months ago, and that money offered to 
some members of the House of Dele- 
gates to vote for it was - indignantly 
apurned by them. 
This bill was passed by the Council 
and House of Delegates and vetoed by 
{Mayor Kiel. The Council passed the 
bill over the Mayor’s veto, but the 
House of Delegates lacked a few votes 
of having enough to also pass it over a 
veto. Schmoll said he called on mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates and 
urged them to vote against the bill, 
feeling he was justified by the fact he 
considered it a dishonest, vicious and 
corrupt measure. 
Dr. Pau! Fletcher, a member of the 
Council, denounced Schmoll’s statement 
as a malicious and contemptibdre lie, and 
said that as soon as the Council recon- 
vened he would introduce a resolution 
demanding Schmoll’s appearance to 
prove his charges. 
“Schmoll is entirely too: big-mouthed,” 
said Fletcher. “As soon as I read his 
statement I began trying to communi- 
cate with members of the .Council to 
have him haled before us to make good 
or retract his charges. He knows he 
hasn’t a single fact to base such a 
statement upon. If he had any such 
facts it was his duty to lay them be- 
fore the grand jury and demand in- 
dictments. Why has he not done that? 
“The fact of the matter is that Mayor 
Kiel was for the tax increase origi- 
4} nally. Then he heard—that is he thought 
he heard—the voice.of the people, and 
he got scared and ran away from it, 
and Schmoll is merely trying to back 
him up by making sensational charges 
against the Council. 
“Too Free With Loose Talk.” 

“Most of the members of the Coun- 
cil advocating the measure were new 
members—friends of Schmoll and 
Mayor Kiel, who had been dined by 
them, and who voted for their program 
in the organization of the Council. 
“Schmoll is entirely too free with his 
loose talk. Anybody can get up and 
rattle off such charges, and members 
of the Council are generally helpless. 
But in this case, I for one am ready to 
demand that Schmoll either make good 
his charges or eat his words.” 
President Lazarus of the City Council 
declared Schmoll’s accusation in con- 
nection with the tax increase bili should 
be taken up at the earliest possible time 
by Circuit Attorney Harvey and the 
grand jury. 
“If what Mr. Schmoll gays is true,”’ 
said Lazarus, ‘‘the guilty persons should 
be prosecuted to the full limit of the 
law. If there is nothing in his charges 
then the sooner the people know of it 
the better. Men of Schmoll’s type are 
in the habit of slurring public officials 
whom they cannot control, 
“Mr. Schmoll, according to reports, has 
been acting as a sort of deputy, Mayor. 
The sooner he abdicates that position 
and permits Mayor Kiel to act as a full- 
fledged Mayor the better it will be for 
the interests of St. Louis.” 
Schmoll was a member of the Board 
of Freeholders of 1909, which sub- 
mitted to the voters in 1911 a form 
of charter, which was rejected by the 
people. He said he believed the 
greatest single objection to that pro- 
pqsed charter was that it abolished 


Cites Objection to Howe. 
The second greatest objection was 
that Jeptha D. Howe, former Repub- 
licans.“‘boss,” was a member of the 
Freeholders Board, he said. Most of 
the 23,000 men who voted against 
Howe for membership on the board 
when he had no opposition, went to 
the polls and voted against the char- 
ter, he said, on the theory Howe was 
trying to “put something over.”

C. Marvin Wood Ahead of Cars 
at Baltimore on Run From 
New York to Washington. 


By Asaociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—C. Marvin 


Wood, the aviator who began a non- 
stop race with a railroad train from 
New York to Washingtor a. 4:2) a. m., 


for the American duration, distance and 
speed record. lost his way and was 
forced to land at Gaithersburg, Md., at 
9 o’clock—23 miles from his goal. 

He had lost his way when over Bal- 
timore because of heavy smoke clouds 
and finally was forced to land because 
of engine trouble. He came down from 
a height of 7000 feet and made a good 
landing on the farm of J, B. Diamond. 
on the Gaithersburg Pike, without dam- 
age to the monoplane or himself. 
Wood__—ittelephoned--to -Washington to 
ask that his: mechanies .be- sent to 
Gaithersburg to put his engine in con- 
dition to resume his flight to Fort Myer, 
where he was to have landed, demon- 
strated the efficiency of his monoplane 
for war purposes before a number of 
army officers and then begun a return 
flight to New York in an attempt to 
capture the American record for the 
longest aeroplane flight between sun- 
rise and sunset. 

“I passed Baltimore away ahead of 
the train,’”’ said Wood, when he reported 
his¢landing over the telephone. ‘‘and 
then I ran over smoke clouds that were 
so heavy I could not see anything. I 
was flying about 7000 feet up then and 
was going fast. I couldn't find my 
way so I came down to about 4000 fect 
to see if that would help out, but» it 
didn’t and when I got far enough down 
to see clearly, it was evident that I was 
entirely off my course and thén my en- 
gine stopped. So I came down and 
made a good landing, just getting over 
the telephone wires on the plike.”’

The train Wood was racing and which 
had made a nonstop run'from New Yorx 
with guests; officials of the Aero Club 
and newspaper me., did not arrive in 
Washington until 9:50 o’clock. Wood's 
assistants, when they learned of his 
mishap, hurried on to Gaithersburg to 
get his plane in condition to resume the 
flight. 

Wood began his flight from Hemp- 
steal, Long Island, at 4:36 o'clock this 
morning, and at 4:30 the train started for 
Washington from Jersey City.. Wood 
was about 10 miles behind the train, rail

22 MINUTES FOR’ TASK 
Harvard Surgeon Makes Power- 
ful Plea in Favor of 
Vivisection.

LONDON, Aug. 8&—Two Americans 
figured prominently Thursday in the In- 
ternational Congress of Medicine—Dr. F. 
H. Albeé of New York and Dr. Harvey 
Cushing, professor of surgery in Har- 


vard University. 
‘In the presence of same of the most 
eminent surgeons in Europe, Dr. Albee 
performed at the Royal National Ortho- 
pedic Hospital an operation never be- 
fore done in this country, namely, the 
tak'ng ofa shrving of bone from a pa- 
tient’s shin and with it plating a sec- 
‘tion of two or more vertebrae of the 
spine. The patient. was a 4-year- -old' boy 
&? The splint was ‘obtdined by cutting to 
the shin bone of the patient's left leg 
and then, with an electrically driven 
circular saw, cutting out a portion of 
the shin bone (or tibia) three inches 
long by a third of an inch wide. This 
splint was: itiserted edgewise into the 
furrow leftiin four diseased vertebrae 
and was kept in ‘place by stitching the 
surrounding tissues over it. The skin 
wounds in the back and in the leg then 
were closed. The operation, done under 
a general anesthetic, took 22 minutes.

The resumption of un- 
derwriting by the exiled insurance companies 
assures the continuation of prosperous indus- 
trial and commercial activities which were 
threatened with serious check. 

“The satisfaction which the return of the in- 
surance companies brings is tempered with pro- 
found regret in the minds of thinking men at 
the terms of the settlement. The State is humil- 
iated by the agreement of its Attorney-General, 


lindorsed by the Governor, to dismiss all suits 


against the insurance companies, now pending 
in court, and to refrain from enforcing the pro- 
visions of the anti-trust Jaw passed at the recent 
session of the State Legislature. The Attorney- 
General enters into a compact to dismiss all 
suits brought by prosecuting officers of the 
counties and thus by arbitrary action to nullify 
the law and obstruct the processes of the courts. 

The compromise is unsound in law and states- 
manship. It sets up an intolerable precedent. It 
averts the immediate consequences of a legisla- 
tive blunder without correcting the blunder. The 
legal muddle remains. 

The Post-Dispatch urged the insurance com- 
panies to remain in the State under the assur- 
ances of safety given by Gov. Major and Attor- 
ney-General Barker because we did not believe 
the Orr anti-trust law would be enforced by the 
courts. We are glad they have returned, but we 
cannot approve the conditions upon which they 
have agreed to resume business. We cannot. ap- 
prove agreements by the State’s authorities with 
corporations involving the setting aside of State 
laws and the usurping of the functions of the 
Legislature and the courts. 

Such an agreement can be excused—it cannot 
be justified—as an emergency measure, a make- 
shift adopted as a temporary expedient to avert 
a disastrous crisis while a legal remedy is being 
provided. | 

The legal remedy for the legislative blunder 

which has driven Gov. Major to such a desperate 
resort to save the State from disaster can only 
be prevented by the State Legislature. Gov. 
Major can plead excuse for his illegal remedy 
enly as a preliminary step to seeking the legal 
remedy. He is as much bound to seek prompt 
relief from his illegal plan of saving the State 
as to seek permanent relief from similar dis- 
asters in the future. 
An extra session of the Legislature is Gov. 
Major’s only means of escape from an intolerable 
and untenable position. It may be necessary 
to enable him to keep his compact with the in- 
surance men; Attorney-General Barker may find 
it impossible to dismiss all suits brought under 
the Orr anti-trust law on account of this agree- 
ment with the lawbreakers.

NEW ROUND.THE-WORLD RECORD. 
“I am convinced my record will stand a good 


‘many years,” says John Henry Mears, who has 


just completed a trip around the world in about 36 
days. What is there in the history of globe- 
trotting that gives him this confidence? The fact 
that gains in the last few years are largely due 
to luck in making connections cannot disguise the 
fact. that the 72-day record of Nelly Bly, traveling 
for the Post-Dispatch and New York World in 
1889, has been cut almost exactly in half in 24 
years. An average of a day and a half has been 
clipped from the record every year. 

Reductions may have become a matter of hours 
or even minutes,rather than days, but what rea- 
son has Mr. Mears to suppose the clipping is 
going to stop?

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The Post-Dispatch editorial of July 30, regarding 
contributions from this country to Germany’s great 
defense fund, in so far as it implies that Germany 
ean look for no assistance in the event of war be- 
tween that country and England or France, is in en- 
tire agreement with German opinion. 

Germany has no delusions in that direction and her 
position as a constantly besteged fortress, whose 
wealth is the unflagging envy of her powerful ene- 
mies, requires action inimical to the winning of any 
Nobel peace prizes. 

It is true that Germany has repealed the law of 
June 6, 1870, which will release Germans from al- 
legiance to foreign governments where they hAnve 
become citizens, but that step was taken mostly for 
the benefit of those settled in countries other than 
this. - 

For proof of my assertion that Germany does not 


‘lTregard the United States as a promising field for 


Germania redivivus I quote the issue of June 12 
1918, of Das Echo, in which Wirki Geheimen Legat- 
ionsrat von Koenig says (I translate): 
“In North America he (the German) frequently even 
in the second generation, merges himself into Yanee- 
dom, that burial pit of Germanism. For does not the 
sigh of the little Jonathan gangs complaining to their 
small sisters, say: 
“‘Tt’s too bad that pap is a Dutch, but he can't 
help it.’” 
In the same publication Dr. C. J. Hexamer, presi- 
dent of the German-American Alliance, querulously 
complains that too much prejudice exists in Germany 
against German-Americans, 
Prof. Jessen of Bryn Mawr College, in his ‘“‘Germans 
in the United States,"’ says: ‘To enter into the causes 
of the failure not only of Germana, but also to some 
dégree of Anglo-Saxons coming here to furnish the 
world with genius of the high creative order, is not 
the task. The leveling influence of democratic doc- 
trine, which best befits mediocrity, certainly has 
something to do with it. The German-American of 
the more or less Anglo-Gaxonized type has yielded as 
facts demonstrate nearly always just those. elements 
of his racial soul from which spring fortk the must 
excellent cultural achievements of the race.” 
In New York last year the prize for excellenes in 
the German language was won by un Trish hoy, a 
feat that should reassure those timid swuls who fear 
that Germans are not becoming assimilated.

Measuring Flower Drinks, 


HEN we cut flowers we put them 
in water to keep them fresh. Like 
human beings, they can exist for long 
periods on water alone, as the liquid 
forms a considerable portion of their 
bulk. The drinking capabilities of plants 
vary a great deal, and at a recent scien- 
tific exhibition held at Surbiton, En- 
gland, some ingenious devices were 
shown to register the different actions 
of plant life. The apparatus consists 
of a twin glass tube with a coiled for- 
mation at the base. The flower is 
placed through a cork into the water 
in the upper end of the branch tube, 
and the lower end, which is inserted in 
a vessel filled with water, is lifted out 
and replaced, thus allowing an air bub- 
ble to enter the tube. As the plant 
drinks the water the bubble is forced 
along the coiled glass tube as fresh 
water enters behind it, and the amount 
taken by the flower is, of course, the 
quantity behind the air giobe.--Strand 
Magazine. 


Taking Steel From the Eye. 


W HILE working at an emery wheel

WOMAN DISCOVERS 
BACILLI IN BLOOD 


Chambers. 


R. HELEN CHAMBELS was ex- 
amining human blood under the 
microscope in the pathological 

laboratory of the Royal Free Hospital 
in London when she saw something she 
had never seen before—an entirely new 
bacillus. It was to her just as it is to 
an astronomer when & new star appears 
before his telescope. 
Dr. Chambers was trying to find evi- 
dence of some infecting agent in the 
thyroid gland that might be held ac- 
countable for the malady called Graves’ 
disease. She had formed a_ theory 
about it and it occurred to her that the 
unknown infecting agent would prob- 
ably not be limited to the thyroid gland, 
but should be sought In the blood. 
She took blood .from several patients 
suffering from Graves’ disease, and ex- 
amined it under a plan of her own, 
filtering it, pipetting off the serum and 
examining this under the microscope. 
On the slides she saw this new bacil- 
lus, a form of spirocheta. At first she 
thought she had discovered the germ 
she was seeking. But she checked her 
tests with the blood of healthy persons 
and was astonished to find this same 
spirocheta in almost every specimen. 
In describing her discovery to the Royal 
Society of Medicine, Dr. Chambers said: 
“Some of the specimens of blood con- 
taining the largest numbers have been 
obtained from apparently healthy peo- 
ple. The number of organisms found 
fluctuates at different times. In three 
cases examined six weeks ago the blood 
contained the organism in large num- 
bers; on many subsequent examinations 
comparatively few were found. They 
have now, however, increased and are 
almost as numerous as when the blood 
was first examined.” 


Dr. Chambers described these new ba- 
cilli as very variable in both length 
and thicknew, the majority being be- 
tween four millimeters and thirty milli- 
meters long. When thin, the body is 
soft and flexible; in the thicker forms 
it is more rigid. When free it moves 
in either direction. It is often attached 
by one end, sometimes by both ends, 
to red corpuscles, in which case waves 
of motion appear to pass from end to 


| al healthy persons’ blood shows a re- 


markable spirocheta according to Dr. 


bacilli split lengthwise. Dr. Chambers 
has watched them do it. 

They can be cultivated in glass test 
tubes, and in fresh blood serum scarcely 
any of them are to be found. In 2% 
hours, however, they appear in large 
numbers at the bottom of the tube. 

Dr. Chambers said it was probable 
that these organisms are identical with 
some of the numerous forms of spiro- 
chetae which occur in ulcerated lesions, 
but their effects, if any, upon the sys- 
tem have yet to be determined.
